The fire marshal bill which passed 
the last general assembly is now a 
la* in the state of Ohio. 
The bill provides that the governor 
shall annually, between January 
lo 
and February I. appoint a state fire 
marshal and he in turn shall appoint 
two deputies. 
The office of the mar­ 
shal shall be located at Columbus. 
It shall be the duty of the fire mar­ 
shal and the chief of the department 
in every village or city to investigate 
every tire in the village or city, find 
out the probable cause, origin and cir­ 
cumstances and especially 
find 
out 
whether it was by carelessness or de­ 
sign. 
The fire marshal can superintend 
th* investigation when he deems it 
necessary and all chiefs are compelled 
to notify him in one week after the 
fire has occured and he shall keep a 
(.'ireful record of all fires in the state. 
This record shall at all times be open 
to public inspection. 
He can take testimony under oath 
and if evidence secured warrants the 
conviction that an arson 
has 
been 
committed he can have parties 
ar­ 
rested and report same to fire insur­ 
ance commissioner. 
He and his deputies shall have the 
power of trial justices. They can ad­ 
minister oaths and for false swearing 
can have 
the persons arrested for 
perjury. They shall at all times have 
the right to enter and examine build­ 
ings where a fire has occurred. They 
can use 
their own discretion as to 
whether an investigation shall be con­ 
ducted in private. 
The state marshal, chief of depart­ 
ment of all villages and cities where 
a department exists, the mayor where 
there is none and the clerks of town­ 
ships can examine buildings at 
any 
time and when they find combustible 
material or anything liable to cause 
a fire 
they can order the same re­ 
moved or remedied. The owner or oc­ 
cupant of the building 
can 
appeal 
within 24 hours to the state marshal 
sad it shall be investigated by him. 
The orders of the authorities must 
he carried out or a fine not less than 
$1 a nor more than $50 can be imposed 
for each day’s neglect. 
Any officer not doing his duty shall 
he fined not less than $25 nor more 
than $200. 
The fire marshal shall receive a 
salary of $3,000 per year, the 
first 
deputy $1,800 and the second deputy 
?1.500. 
For the purpose of maintaining the 
department the insurance companies 
doing business in the state shall in 
the month of December, pay in addi­ 
tion to the taxes now required one- 
half of ] per cent on the gross pre­ 
mium 
receipts on all business done 
in f>hio the year next preceding. The 
?,1Perintendent 
of 
insurance 
shall 
cover the money so secured and the 
’ marshal shall keep an itemized 
account of the 
expenses of his 
de­ 
partment. 
The fire marshal shall transact no 
other business during his term of of- 
3ce and he or one 
of his deputies 
shall be in the office all the time. He

Under the unanimous consent agree­ 
ment, readied oil the lOtli inst., the res­ 
olution declaring Senator Quay not to be 
entitled to a place in the senate proba­ 
bly will be voted upon at 4 o’clock to­ 
morrow, and in the meantime several 
speedies will be made n;>o» the resolu­ 
tion. Au intimation has been given of 
a possible effort to postpone the case fur­ 
ther, on the ground that there is not 
sufficient time left before the date set 
for the vote within which to deliver all 
the speeches senators desire to make on 
the resolution, but if a movement is 
made in that direction it will be stoutly 
resisted. 
It would be un exceptional occurrence 
if the unanimous agreement should la* 
set aside. Among those who are still 
expected to s|M*ak in Mr. Quay’s behalf 
are Senators Penrose aud Chandler, 
while Senators Platt, of Connecticut; 
Hah* aud Lindsay will probably speak 
in opposition to his claims. 
The leaders on both sides are claim­ 
ing victory, but they do not in either 
case give figures on the result. 
After the Quay vote is taken Sena­ 
tor MeComas, who as a member of the 
committee on privileges and elections, 
has had charge of the protest against 
Senator Scott ’s continuing to occupy ins 
seat as a senator from West Virginia, 
will call up the resolution iii that sena­ 
tor’s behalf and ask for immediate con­ 
sideration. The prospect is that there 
will be little or no debate on this resolu­ 
tion, as the report of the committee is 
in line of senate precedents. 
The report of the committee on elec­ 
tions in the Clark case, it is positively 
announced, will be made today, aud it 
is the intention of the committee to see 
that it lie taken up as soon as the Quay 
and Scott cases are disposed of. How 
much time ’this case will consume will 
depend largely, if not wholly, upon Mr. 
Clark himself. He still says that he 
will not decide upon any line of action 
until the report of the committee is 
made public. If he should elect to con­ 
tinue the contest there would be more 
or less delay for the preparation of 
speeches.

in black, rotten, 
woodeu buildings the keepers of the 
stalls live there, with their families, 
huddled together In great filth. 
Some 
of the victims were stricken aud died 
w ithin an hour. 
There have beeu sev­ 
eral deaths in other sections of the city 
recently which have beeu traced to in­ 
fection from the market. 
After all the market pimple hail gath­ 
ered together the health office s threw a 
guard around the buildings aud will 
keep the inmates quarantined there for 
a fortnight. 
They will then bi rn the 
m arket. 
The total number i f bubonic 
deaths are Ila Chinamen ami tiff Fil­ 
ipinos. 
The plague elsewhere has beeu 
suppressed. 
Not one infected person 
has been in tim Chinese district for IO 
days.

The extraordinary precautions taken 
for tile guarding of the men is the re­ 
gilt of a rumor that reached Chief 
Youngs this afternoon to the effect that 
400 Buffalo grain shovelers were on 
their wav here to liberate the pn toners. 
The m ilitia of the district, the Forty- 
fourth battalion, has been warned for 
service and can be mobilized at Clifton 
at short notice. It was thought the men 
who blew up the lock were Boer sym­ 
pathizers. 
The opinion has changed. 
It is now th e belief of many persons 
in Clifton and nearby Canadian villages 
that the dynamiters were agents for 
Buff alo grain shovelers and sought to 
blow up the lock for the purpose of dis­ 
abling the Welland canal, thereby pre­ 
venting the passage of grain through 
the canal 
from Colbome to Montreal. 
With the canal closed, it is thought the 
scoopers of Buffalo might have more 
work than they would if the Welland 
canal was open. This line of reasoning, 
aided by rumors of an impending inva­ 
sion of scoopers from Buffalo, resulted 
iii the heroic measures taken by Chief 
Youngs. 
Three men were seen to run away, 
after the explosion. 
They were tracked 
aud two were captured.

B u ffa l o , April 23.—The most careful 
inquiry has failed to discover anything 
to indicate a movement of Buffalo graiu 
shovelers to release the Welland canal 
dynamiters now in jail just over the 
Can durn border.

With the canal closed, it is thought the 
gcoopers of Buffalo m ight have more 
work than they would if the W elland 
canal was open.

With the canal closed, it is thought the 
scoopers of Buffalo m ight have more 
work than they would if the Welland 
canal was open. This line of reasoning, 
aided by rumors of an impending inva­ 
sion of scoopers from Buffalo, resulted 
in the heroic measures taken by Chief 
Youngs.
